Although there are only 
two chances out of a hundred 
that your income tax return 
will be audited by the Internal 
Revenue Service, it’s smart 
to be prepared for that possi- ” 
bility, Bank of the Southeast 
says. 

The March issue of the 
bank’s ‘Consumer Views’’ 
newsletter explains just how to 
protect yourself against er- 
rors that may result in an 
audit and what to expect if 
you do run up. against one, 

First of all, the consumer 
experts say, you should al- 
ways remember that even when 
someone else prepares your 
return, including an IRS 
“assister,’? you are respon- 
Sible for its accuracy, So 
choose your preparer care- 
fully and check the work done 
for you before you sign and file 
the return, 

Second, hang onto copies 
of your return, receipts, and 
cancelled checks and other 
records that support your re- 
turn at least until the statute 
of limitations for an audit 
runs out -- three years from 


ation by return mail, along 
with copies of the records you 
need to support it. 

If the records are too 
bulky and extensive, or the 
item not clearly explained by 
them, you can ask the IRS 
for an in-person appointment. 

Make sure you organize 
your records and go over your 
explanations before you ap- 
pear. Try to have some ex- 
planation ready on items for 
which you lack substantiating 
records, 

Be sure you respond to 
a “correspondent audit’? no- 
tice before the deadline or the 
IRS must rule against you and 
send you a bill for more taxes, 

A notice for an ‘‘office 
audit” will list a specified 
time for a face-to-face meet- 
ing at the nearest IRS office, 
On the back of the notice, 
checked items will tell you 
what’s up for audit - medical 
expenses, contributions, et. al. 

You can write or phone to 
reschedule the appointment to 
a more convenient time. Bring 


all the proper records -- out 
only those -- when you do ap- 
pear, 

Before you meet with the 
examining agent, you may want 
to try to uncover some other 
allowed deductions you may 
have overlooked when you 
filed, Then if the IRS throws 
out some of the deductions you 
took, you may be able to make 
a counter-claim, 


A “field-audit’” is con- 
ducted at your home or place 
of business, It can involve an 
extensive examination of your 
entire return, 


You should be able to 
handle a routine audit without 
professional help as long as 
it involves only facts like pro- 
viding proof of something that 
the IRS agrees is deductible, 

You may send a repre- 
sentative who has the power 
to act on your behalf -- for 
example, an attorney, a 


Spouse, a CPA, or the person 
who prepared your return, 


Council Adds Sales Tax

Still, the second vote was four 
in favor on the tax and Ellis 
loudly opposed. 

The motion to impose the

Ronnie Vaughan and secorided 
by Councilman Virgil Coleman, 

Shortly after the motion was 
made, Councilman Ellis said, 
‘Tt is evident that we need 
additional revenue and evident 
we have a budget we prepared 
which totals $682,000. Youare 
proposing a 1¢ sales tax and 
we have a deficit of $42,000, 
which is less than half the pro- 
posed tax.’’ 

Ellis also noted, ‘‘a sales 
tax is one of the most regres- 
sive forms of tax we have, You 
are going to affect old people 
on fixed incomes, etc.’’ He 
mentioned the possibility of 
imposing a tobacco tax or ad- 
ditional gasoline tax. 

Vaughan noted that Elba

there’s no time limit if you 
failed to file a return or the 
IRS suspects fraud, These re- 
cords form the core of your 
defense if you get hit with an 
audit, 

Remember that a routine 
audit doesn’t mean the IRS 
Suspects you of cheating. Your 
return may have been chosen 
purely at random, The IRS 
itself reports that many audits 
close without any change in 
your tax liability and others 
result in the taxpayer getting 
a refund, 

Routine audits fall into 
three categories; correspon- 
dence, office and field audits,

audit,’”? the IRS simply wants 
more information to justify

12th ANNUAL QUESTIONNAIRE 
RESULTS REVIEWED 


This past week I review- 
ed the results of my 12th Ann- 
ual Questionnaire and I was 
surprised at the intensity of 
some of the answers. 

The majority of the 10,000 
persons responding made it 
very clear they want less gov- 
ernment spending. When asked 
to rate certain areas as to 
whether we should’ spend 
MORE, LESS or the SAME, 
only in defense (58%), crime 
control (63%) and energy re- 
search and development (60%) 
did_a clear majority favor 
spending MORE, 

Specific areas in which a 
majority or definite plurality 
said the federal government 
Should spend LESS were; Ed- 
ucation - college level (52%), 
health (44%), welfare (83%), 
veterans benefits (51%), An 
amazing 83% felt tax dollars 
should not be used to finance 
campaigns for the House and 
Senate -- I agree! 

About 65% of those respond- 
ing also felt that federal sp- 
ending should be reduced in 
every agency even ifprograms 
they favor might be reduced, 

People felt federal spend- 
ing should stay about the SAME 
on highways (50%). On the 
question of spending for con- 
servation and the environment, 
the responses were so evenly 
divided that no clear trend was 
evident with 35% favoring 
MORE spending, 34% wanting 
LESS and 31% thinking it should © 
stay the SAME, A similar 
Situation was observed in re- 
sponse to federal spending for 
elementary and high school ed- 
ucation as 37% wanted LESS 
spending, 35% MORE and 27% 
the SAME, 


In other results, only a lit- 
tle more than one-third (34%)

of those responding believe the 
news they read, see and hear 
is generally fair and accurate, 
while 58% believe it is not, 

Nearly three-quarters of 
those answering the yearly qu- 
estionnaire (73%) were opp- 
osed to strikes by public em- 
ployees and 85% felt volun- 
tarily unemployed persons 
such as college students and 
Strikers should not get food 
stamps, 

Strong support for theC,1. A, 
was indicated as 82% felt we 
should continue a program of 
foreign intelligence, Over 86% 
felt we should give less foreign 
aid. Iwas most interested to 
learn that about as many peo- 
ple think we should get out of 
the United Nations (42%) as 
believe we should stay in (43%), 

The new U. S, Postal Ser- 
vice came in for some real 
criticism as only 11% of the 
people gave the personal ser- 
vice they receive a positive 
rating, But, 89% rated the 
service negative, with over 
51% calling it “poor.” 

The response to the ques- 
tion on the Social Security Pro- 
gram makes it clear people 
are concerned about the future 
of the program and know some 
changes must be made, How- 
ever, people are opposed to in- 
creasing the Social Security 
taxes or decreasing benefits, 
About 47% of those responding 
opted to allow new workers 
to contribute to a private sav- 
ings program while 22% hadno 
opinion, 

The results of my 12th 
Annual Questionnaire are most 
informative and are very help- 
ful to me in determining how 
the people of Alabama’s Se- 
cond District feel on the im- 
portant issues facing us asa 
nation, 


CHILD CARE ACT REPRESENTS 
“BIG BROTHERISM” IN THE EXTREME 


___ A tremendous volume of mail is being received by me 
from Alabamians who are opposed to the Child and 


Family Services Act of 


1975, and this grass-roots 


Opposition is heartening, indeed, 

I have compared this new proposed legislation with 
similar bills which were debated in the Senate in 1971 and 
in 1972, and I find that the present version, like the others 
in the past, could threaten -- and mind you, I say could 
threaten the sanctity of the family, the responsibility of 
parents in rearing their children, and the authority of 


communities and States 


programs. 


to conduct child-related 


I support private and locally operated child care 
centers where mothers who must seek employment can 
have their school age children properly cared for. But 
sponsors of the bill contemplate that this Federal support 
would eventually include all preschool age children and 
would cover every range of service that has to do with the 
development of a child -- in effect replacing the authority 
of the parent with the authority of Federal government 
experts who think that they know better than the parent 
how a child should be teated and reared. 

This ill-conceived legislation also would provide 
openended spending by the Federal government in 
support of child care programs. Former HEW Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger, before he left office, estimated that 
this Act would cost a minimum of $14 billion a year, 
Think of that: A minimum of $14 billion a year for a wild, 
new, and in my view, unneeded social program! 

This bill, S. 626, is Big Brotherism in the extreme. 
Proponents say it is a “voluntary” program, but this is 
deceptive. I believe it is unhealthy; un-American and 
potentially dangerous; a social experiment in which our 
free society should not engage. I favor decentralizing 
authority and giving people more power over their own 
lives -- not decreeing from Washington how children are 


to be reared. 


The more opposition from the American people the 
better, I say, because concerned citizens back home can 
influence governmental actions, 

I have been fighting this kind of legislation since 
coming to the Senate and | shall continue to do so,

THE PROJECTED FUNDS 
CRISIS: Part 2 - 
The General Fund 


The question of whether or not 
Alabama will face proration or an 
extreme shortage in the general 
fund during the current fiscal 
year has developed arguments on 
both sides. In his briefing to the 
full Joint Budget Committee a 
few weeks ago, Legislative Fiscal 
Officer, James Jordan, projected 
a shortage of approximately $12.7 
million in meeting the general 
fund expenses for the current 
year. This week, State Budget 
Officer, James Raiford, estimates 
that Alabama will be able to avoid 
proration due primarily to reduc- 
tions in spending during the 
balance of this year, Raiford 
expects approximately $700,000 
to remain in the general fund 
when the fiscal year ends 
September 30 (from at total 
budget of $191 million). — 

The slowdown in state spend- 
ing over the past few months, and 
expected to continue at least 
during the balance of this year, 
was a result of strong recommen- 
dations made by the Budget 
Control Sub-committee. Accord- 
ing to the Budget Officer, a 
partial freeze on hiring and 
cutbacks in purchases of supplies 
and equipment to a minimum 
level are now in effect. This sort 
of *'belt-tightening’', if properly 
maintained, should allow us to 
finish the year with a small 
surplus in the general fund, Of 


course, work begun by the 


Sub-committee must be contin- 
ued in all areas of state 
government if planned reductions 
in spending are to be included in 
the budget for next year. 

In my opinion, the crisis has not 
disappeared. In addition to the 
problems faced in maintaining 
existing programs within the 
existing revenues, other critical 


financial questions face the, 
Legislature this summer, due to § 


increases requested by the 
Highway Department, Medicaid, 
and the Prison System. The 
Medicaid program and the 
Highway Department are two 
areas that received no funding at 
all from the general fund until 
recent years. They now are asking 
over ‘4 of the General fund. This 
presents a real burden on 
Alabama's general fund. The 
Prison System is asking more 
than $62 million in total funds, 
most of which will have to come 
from the general fund. The 
re-structuring of Alabama's judi- 
ciary during the next year will 
also have to be considered in 
terms of additional funding. 
These facts create a problem 
situation which will affect every 
Alabamian. | still maintain that 
we can reduce spending substan- 
tially without reducing essential 
services to our people. In my 
judgement, this is absolutely 
necessary. We must get away 
from some of the out-dated 
m¢*hods employed to run state 
government and bring more 
efficiency and productivity into 


the system

Some 
little secretary took the call, 
and the caller said, “‘ What do 
you folks there at Wallace 
headquarters think that you’ re 
doing down there?’’ So, the 
girl replied, ‘‘ Well, we’retry- 
ing mighty hard to get Gov. 
Wallace elected president of 
the United States.’’ And the 
man answered, ‘‘Oh, really: 
I thought you all were just try- 
ing to ‘sell wheel chairs,’’ 

That sounds about as sick 
as those people who met 
George at the airport in Wis- 
consin wearing masks of 
Arthur Bremmer, the man who 
shot George and put him ina 
wheel chair. But, actually, as 


it turned out, this caller was” 


really asupporter of George’s, 
What he was trying to do was 
make the point that all the maj- 
or TV networks have done 
nothing —_ but emphasize 
George’s wheel chair, and the 
fact that he cannot walk... 
meanwhile ignoring hisissues. 

The caller went on to say, 
‘Pm not sure I'm going to get 
a chance to vote for Gov. 
Wallace for president, but I 
sure know this: If I ever need 
a wheel chair, I want one ex- 
actly like the one the Gover- 
nor has.’’ He said he was 
certain TV viewers knewa lot 
more about George’s wheel 
chair than about anything else 
concerning ANY of the candi- 
dates on their beliefs. He 
knew that it would fold up for 
car transportation, that the 
legs would come off, the arms 
could be removed. Further, he 
knew that each foot rest would 
elevate independent of the 
other, and that you could raise 
the chair back on its back 
The cameras had 
showed such closeup shots of 
George’s wheel chair, thecal- 
ler even knew the manufacture 
er’s name. Anddon’tyouknow 
that manufactureris happy asa 
clam, with all that primetime 
free television advertising! 

Of course, this man was 
FOR George, so I suppose that 
is why he was so mad with the 
news media. He said it was 
totally obvious to him that 
the news media was more int- 
erested: in emphasizing the 
chair George was riding IN, 
rather than the issues he was 
running ON! Wish all voters 
were that savvy! 

I wish we could do some 
television ads of George doing

Utopia: A Reality 

A few days ago I took a 
little walk around our home 
located cn the south side of 
the Pinnacle, the highest point 
in the Cumberland Mountains 
near Middlesboro, Kentucky, 
Some crocus Joyce planted last 
fall had begun to push through 
the wet soil, and a few early- 


_budding trees began to show 


signs of life. 

This has been a difficult 
winter with more snow and 
colder weather than we have 
experienced in recent years. 
Some old-timers have indi- 
cated that it is the worst in 
over 25 years, 

I am sitting in our kitchen 
lookng toward the famous Cum- 
berland Gap where Daniel 
Boone blazed the historic Wil- 
derness Trail to a new home 
in Kentucky, He and his fol- 
lowers fought almost over- 
whelming odds to settle the wil- 
derness area - and to make a 
new home for themselves, That 
was 200 years ago and to peo- 
ple who occasionally visit the 
mountains here, the wilderness 
seems to thrive today! 

Some years ago I lived in 
Florida, the sunshine state, 
bordered on the east by the 
Atlantic Ocean and onthe west 
by the Gulf of Mexico, Justas 
the mountains have a beauty 
all their own, Florida offers 
attractions that lure hundreds 
of thousands of new residents 
each year, 

A friend of ours in Florida 
visited us frequently and was 
interested in mountain stories 
and items of folklore, Much of 
what he had heard about the 


mountains was exaggerated, 

Joyce and I trimmed a fast 
growing tree one day and was 
telling him about it, He re- 
marked, ‘Well, Joyce, I guess 
that brought back old memories 
of home, Cutting down trees 
in the wilderness and clearing 
the brush!”? ¢ 

“Why, I never cut down a 
tree in my life,”’ Joyce replied, 
And she hadn’‘t, although our 
friend assumed that anyone liv- 
ing in the mountains had to 
constantly fight the wilderness! 

Many misconceptions about 
residents of the mountains ex- 
ist today, Stories about the 
mountain feuds live on, caus- 
ing some people to believe that 
all misunderstandings here are 
Settled with a gun, Much of 
what happens here, especially 
the use of a gun against anoth- 
er is not an isolated event 
occurring only in the moun- 
tains, 


Wherever I travel, I at- 


tempt to give a balanced and 


accurate representation of 
life in the mountains- and I 
try to understand people who

SAMUEL ADAMS 


Samuel Adams was an 
American patriot and politi- 
cian at the time of the Revo- 
lutionary War, He_ became 
the leading spokesman for 
American independence, His 
Speeches and writings stirred 
discontent among the colonist 
before the war, His activi- 
ties as head of the patriots in 
Boston, especially his organ- 
ization of the Boston Tea

ORDINANCE NO, 1976-1 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND 
ORDINANCE NO, 1968-5 OF 
THE CITY OF ELBA, ALA- 
BAMA, ADOPTED SEPTEM- 
BER 23, 1968, AS HERETO- 
FORE AMENDED 


BE IT ORDAINED by the 
Mayor and City Council of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

Section A, Section 1 of 
Ordinance No. 1968-5 of the 
City of Elba, Alabama, is here- 
by amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1, DEFINITIONS 
AND USE OF PHRASES, 

The term ‘City,’’ where- 
ver used herein, shall mean 
the City of Elba, Alabama, 

The term ‘City Clerk,” 
wherever used herein, shall 
mean the City Clerk of the 
City, 

The term “City Treas- 
urer,’’ wherever used herein, 
shall mean the City Treasur- 
er of the City, 

The term ‘Council,’ wh- 
erever used herein, shall mean 
the Mayor and City Council or 
other governing body of the 
City, 

The term ‘State Depart- 
ment of Revenue,’? wherever 
used herein, shall mean the 
Department of Revenue of the 
State of Alabama, 

The term “State Sales Tax 
Statutes,”’ wherever used he- 
rein, shall mean (i) Act No, 
100 adopted at the Second Ex- 
traordinary Session of 1959 
of the Legislature of Alabama, 
as amended or supplemented by 
Statutes enacted prior to Jan- 
uary 1, 1976, and (ii) all other 
Statutes of the State of Ala- 
bama directed relating to the 
Subject matter of Act No, 100 
(including, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, all 
Statutes exempting the gross 
proceeds from various sales 
from ‘he measure of the tax 
levied thereby), as said other 
Statutes existed on January 1, 
1976, 

The term ‘Tax Proceeds 
within the City,’’ wherever 
used herein, shall mean the 
proceeds from the taxes herein 
levied with respect to busin- 
esses conducted within the cor- 
porate limits of the City, 

The term “Tax Proceeds 
in the Police Jurisdiction,’ 
wherever used herein, shall 
mean the proceeds from the 
taxes herein levied with resp- 
ect to businesses conducted 
within the police jurisdiction of 
the City but outside of its cor- 


porate limits, 

The definitions set forth in 
the State Sales Tax Statutes 
shall be effective as definitions 
of the words, terms and phr- 
ases used in this ordinance. 
All words, terms and phrases 
used herein, other than those 
hereinabove specifically de- 
fined, shall have the respective 
meanings ascribed to them in 
the State Sales Tax Statutes, 
and shall have the same Scope 
and effect that the same words, 
terms and phrases have where 
used in the State Sales Tax 
Statutes, 

Section B, Section 2 of the 
said Ordinance No, 1968-5, as 


heretofore amended, shall be 
and hereby is amended to read 
as follows: 

Section 2, LEVY OF TAX 
IN THE CITY, There is here- 
by levied, in addition to all 
other taxes of every kind now 
imposed by law, and shall be 
collected as herein provided, a 
privilege or license tax against 
the person on account of the 
business activities and in the 
amounts to be determined by 
the application of rates against 
gross sales, or gross receipts, 
as the case may be, as follows: 

*(a) Upon every person; 
firm or corporation engaged 
or continuing, within the City, 
in the business of selling at 
retail any tangible personal 
property whatsoever, includ- 
ing merchandise and commodi- 
ties of every kind and char- 
acter (not inciuding, however, 
bonds or other evidences of 
debt or stocks, nor materials 
and supplies sold to any per- 
son for use in fulfilling a con- 
tract for the painting, repair 
or reconditioning of vessels, 
barges, ships and other water- 
craft of over fifty tons burden), 
an amount equal to two per 
cent (2%) of the gross proceeds 
of sales of the business ex- 
cept where a different amount 
is expressly provided herein; 
provided, that any person en- 
gaging or continuing in bus- 
iness as a retailer and whole- 
Saler or jobber shall pay the 
tax measured bythe gross pro- 
ceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specif- 
ied, when his books are kept 
So as to show separately the 
gross proceeds of sales ofeach 
business, and when his books 
are not so kept he shall pay 
as a retailer the tax meas- 
ured by the gross sales of the 
business; 

(b) Upon every pérson, firm 
or corporation engaged or con- 
tinuing, within the City, in the 
business of conducting or op- 
erating places of amusement 
or entertainment, billiard and 
pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
amusement devices, musical 
devices, theaters, opera hou- 
ses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, 
athletic contests, including wr- 
estling matches, prize fights, 
boxing and wrestling exhibi- 
tions, football and baseball 
games (including athletic con- 
tests conducted by or under 
the auspices of any educational 
institution within this state, or 
any athletic association there- 
of, or other association whe- 
ther such institution or assoc- 
iation be a denominational, a 
State, county, or municipal in- 
Stitution or association or a 
state, county or city school, 
or other institution, associa- 
tion or school), skating rinks, 
race tracks, golf courses, or 
any other place at which any 
exhibition, display, amusement 
or entertainment is offered to 
the public, or place or places 
where an admission fee is ch- 
arged, including public bathing 
places, public dance halls of 
every kind and description wi- 
thin the City, an amount equal 
to two per cent (2%) of the 
gross receipts of any such 
business; 

(c) Upon every person, firm 
or corporation engaged or con- 
tinuing, within the City, in the 
business of selling at retail 
machines used in mining, qu- 
arrying, compounding, pro- 
cessing and manufacturing of 
tangible personal property, an 
amount equal to one-half of 
one per cent (1/2 of 1%) of 
the gross proceeds of the sale 
of such machines; provided, 
that the term ‘‘machines’’, as 
herein used, shall include ma- 
chinery which is used for min- 
ing, quarrying, compounding, 
processing or manufacturing 
tangible personal property, and 
the parts of such machines, at- 
tachments and replacements 
therefor which are made or 
manufactured for use on or in 
the operation of such machines 
and which are necessary tothe 
operation of such machines and 
are customerily so used; 

(4) Upon every person, 
firm or corporation engaged or 
continuing within the City in 
the business of selling at re- 
tail any machine, machinery, 
or equipment (including that 
which is self-propelled and that 
which is otherwise propelled 
or drawi) which is used in 
planting, cultivating, and har- 


vesting farm products, or that 
which is used in connection 
with the production of agri- 
cultural produce or products, 
livestock, or poultry onfarms, 
and the parts of such mac- 
hines, machinery, or equip- 
ment, attachments and re- 
placements therefor which are 
made or manufactured for use 
on or in the operation of such 
machine, machinery, or equ- 
ipment, and which are neces- 
sary to and customarily used 
in the operation of such mech- 
ine, machinery, or equipment, 
an amount eqial to one-half 
of one per cent (1/2 of 1%) of the 
gross proceeds of the sale 
thereof; provided, however, 
that the one-half of one per 
cent (1/2 of 1%) rate herein 
prescribed with respect to 
parts, attachments, and repla- 
cements shall not apply to 
any automotive vehicle or tr- 
ailer designed primarily for

appointed for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, 
George C, Wallace, as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 4th day of May 1976, an 
election will be held at the 
several polling places within 
the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by 
law upon the following pro- 
posed amendment to the Con- 
Stitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901; 

“The Legislature may 
from time to time, by general 
or local law, fix, alter and 
regulate the fees, commis- 
Sions, percentages, allow- 
ances and compensation to be 
charged and received by any 
official of Coffee County, in- 
cluding the right to place any 
of such officers on a salary, 
provide for the operation of 
their respective offices on such 
basis and provide that such 
officers shall continue to col- 
lect any and all fees, com- 
missions, percentages or al- 
lowances prescribed by law to 
be charged or collected by 
them and shall pay all monies 
so collected into the county 
treasury. 


“The Legislature may also, 
from time to time, by general, 
special or local law, fix, regu- 


late and alter the costand char- 
ges of courts in CoffeeCounty, 
and the method of disburse- 
ment thereof, 

“This article of amendment 
shall not become operative un- 
less the same is approved by 
a majority of the qualified 
electors of Coffee County who 
vote thereon upon its submis- 
sion,”

Lamp Safety Tips 


Trying to get a head start 
on summer by tanning under 
a sun lamp? [If you are, Ex- 
tension Health Education Spe- 
cialist Anna Louise McKown 
Says use it carefully, 

In 1975, sun lamp injuries 
sent more than 12,000 people 
to hospital emergency rooms, 
according to Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission es- 
timates. A sun lamp by it- 
self isn’t dangerous, says Mrs. 
McKown. But careless uses of 
it is, 

The greatest danger when 
using a sun lamp is falling 
asleep under the lamp. Gett- 
ing a lamp with a timing de- 
vice is the best insurance 
against dozing off. Ifyour lamp 
doesn’t hafe a timer, buy a 
clock with an alarm bell. Or 
sunbathe when someone is a- 
round to check on you. 

Remember that how far 
you are from the lamp is just 
as important as how long you 
stay underit. Withsome lamps, 
a two-minute exposure at 15 
inches from the bulb gives 
the same results as a six- 
minute exposure at 30 inches. 
The specialist emphasizes that 
a few inches can make a big 
difference, so be exact. Use a 
tape measure to figure your 
distance from the bulb, And 
be sure not to touch the bulb 
-~ it can burn you severely.

BUTTONHOLES 

Many home sewers have 
problems making buttonholes 
on knits. If you have had prob- 
lems with this, here are some 
tips to help you turn out beauti- 
ful, professional looking button- 
holes on your knit garments. 

Use a piece of clear, heavy 
celluloid cut three inches wide 
and five inches long, Lay the 
Celluloid over the buttonholes 
marking on the material and 
slide celluloid and fabric to- 
gether under the buttonhole at- 
tachment. 

When in the right position 
for the buttonhole, slide the 
celluloid out and make the but- 
tonhole. Then, slide the 
celluloid back under the pres- 
sure foot and reposition for the 
next buttonhole. 

Using celluloid keeps the 
material from sagging under 
the buttonhole attachment, this 
dllowing you to make better- 
looking home sewn clothing. 


CROUTONS 

Homemade croutons are 
delicious and inexpensive to 
make, Melt three tablespoons 
butter in a pan and add two 
cups of one-half inch bread 
cubes without crust. Toss and 
brown at 35C degrees for 10 
minutes. Then sprinkle with 
your favorite seasoning - - 
garlic powder, herbs or onion 
Salt. 


REMOVING INK STAINS 

Several phone calls have 
come in wanting information on 
how to remove ink stains. Here 
are some ways: 

* Place a ballpoint pen ink 
stain face down on paper towels. 
Sponge the back of the stain 
with a dry cleaning solvent. If 
some ink still remains, rub 
with bar soap? rinse and laund- 
er. 

* Remove fountain pen ink 
by dampening the stain with 
water; rub with bar soap, then 
rinse. Soak in an enzyme pre- 
soak product or an oxygen 
bleach using hottest water safe 
for the fabric; launder. If stain 
remains, launder again using 
chlorine bleach, if safe for fab- 
ric. Some inks may require a 
color remover; others cannot

MORE FARMERS ABANDON 
PLOWING 

Farmers in _ increasing 
numbers in 1975 turned away 
from plowing and other tra- 
ditional tillage practices to 
save both soil and tractor fuel, 
reports the Soil Conservation 
Service, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

Minimum tillage, includ- 
ing no-till farming, was tried 
on an additional 2.6 million 
acres in the United States dur- 
ing fiscal year 1975, according 
to the February SOIL CON- 
SERVATION magazine. Total 
U.S. acreage farmed under 
Such practices reached a rec- 
ord 35,8 million during the 
year, 

The agency calls it “the 
fastest growing conservation 
practice in America.”’ 

Farmers who use mini- 
mum tillage leave residues 
from previous crops on the 
land or just beneath the sur- 
face to keep soil in place and 
conserve moisture. In no- 
till farming, a cover crop of 
small grain is killed by a 
safe herhicide, and a second 
crop -- usually corn or soy- 
beans -- is planted directly 
through the stubble, 

On sloping land subject to 
severe erosion during rain- 
storms, no-till farming meth- 
ods can reduce soil losses 
from 75 to 95 percent, ac- 
cording to SCS, The system 
requires less labor and ener- 
gy, lowers production costs, 
furnishes food and cover for 
wildlife, and may improve 
yields, 

Disadvantages may include 
lowering soil temperatures and 
increasing crop pests, 

In Alabama, farmers grew 
crops on more than 12,000 
acres by the minimum tillage 
method during 1975,
